Thorn sat up later last nlsht than was 


his custom. He talked of his parents, his 
boyhood days in Germany ana his wife's 
parents In this country. He showed ns 
nervousness, anfl when he Ihrow himself 
on his cot It was but a fe(W minutes until 
ho was sound asleep. 
1 Warden Sago, who wont to Thorn's cell 
early today, said ot him: 


"Them told me be was net nervous and 


would eie bravely. He said ho was per- 
fectly reconciled to his fate arid that he 
made peace with his God. Ho slept well 
n-nd had no fear of death. There 1s-not 
tho slightest change in his cc-tions. He is 
tho same cool man who came to tho 
prison six months nso. His nervs ia 
strong-cr than that of any ether murderer 
who has been In the death house." 


Thorn told one of his keepers that hig 


only dread was the wait from the time he 
c-woko.:until ho was summoned to tho 
chair.

When summoned to the execution ohalr 


Thorn showed no emotion, and walked to 
it quickly, repeating prayers after the at- 
tending priest.
